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1. The Soviet Nanube flcet, which is usually stationed at the Kuchclau Uarbor 
in Vienna x VI, was engaged in firing practice during June between Kuchelau 
and the 1976m. mark on the Vanube. The flect consists of some 12 to 16 
motor gunboats, tivo command ships, tio barrack ships, and one fuel ship. 


2. Three snall Soviet Navy patrol boats with mine-lLaying equipment and light 
machine guns were in the Korncuburg shipyards. The Mesghart ship Taladcas 
and onc ship belonging to Sovrontransport were also there for ropairs. 

The 55 Astratshan left Nornouburr carly in July 1951 after underroing repairs 
for a year, 


3. The Uast Armored Motor Ropinent (? = tot reads "Panzer nonitor reginient") 
is located at Cényti (¥ SS) in Uungary. Approximately 3,000 sailors are. 
said to be in training at this place. The wit has a larpe ship cquipped 
with tivo 105m. puns. Tivo limarian armored motorboats have becn secn 
at G&nylis these are stecl boats cbout 25 meters Long, uscd as minc-Layers 
anc patrol craft. There are also tivo or three wooden boats about 12 to 
15 meters lone. 


he Ina large forest near Zrsckcsandd (about five miles north of Daja) there 
is a new army carp, constructed since March 1951, hore sone ten or tielve 
thousand lungarian troops are stationed. The camp consists at present of 
wooden barracks and tents. On the bank of the Danube near by there are 
about 150 small wooden paddle boats with a capacity of. six to cight men 
cach. 


5. There is YWungarian infantry also in a smaller camp begun since March 1951 
in the woods near Solt (1 34). On the Danube near Solt conbat encineer 
equipment has been seen, as well as four boats rosenbling an American LCVP, 
tvo Uunrarian wooden motorboats equipped for mine=Laying, and CO-100 small 
woocen paddle boats. 
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6. <A large combat engineer camp is located at Vac (il 65), Ilungary. About 25 
rubber boats and 60=70 wooden boats were observed.on the banks of the Danube 
in this vicinity. At Dunaremete (Y 26) there is a tent campj on the river 
bank there are small wooden paddle boats. 


7 The Ueszhart ship Baja, of 600 tons, with one SO-mm. gun, has been talen 
over by the Hungarian river forces as a navigation training ship. Its 
capacity is one company of soldicrse 


8. In the Hungarian shipyards at Komarom, 20 tugs of a new type, with two 
aaa each, are under cons:ruction. Of these, 16 are to gencrate about 
00 horsepower, the other four about 1,200 horsepower. The Neszhart tuzs 
Szechenyi and Baross, both inactive since the war, are now under repair at 
Komarom. , 


9. Seagoing barges of 1,000 tons capacity, and wheel<driven tugs without 
propellers, are under construction for the Russians at Budapest. These 
are in addition to the 1,200-ton seapoing ships of which 2l) have been built 
for the Russians since 197 at the Ganz shipyard in Budapest. 


10. Two sunken German landing craft which are under repair in the leszhart ship- 
. yard, Ujpest, will be completed in September 1951. 


11. Since the spring of 1951 SDGP tugs have been making the throurh trip from 


Ismail, Rumania, to Komarom, Hungary. Formerly the tugs worked only on 
short stretches of the Danube, then transferring their loads to other tugs. 
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
